Len Snnall Backs 
• Lake County in 
Good Roads Plan 

Governor Len Small is taking a 
keen interest in the early completion 
of the various road improvements pro- 
jects in Lake county and expressed 
himself as realizing the urgent-need 
of the. county because of its proxi- 
mity to Chicago, whose traffic 
through here is heaVy, 

He commented upon these facts at 
length Tuesday at Springfield \yhere 
he met in conference with a delega- 
tion of Lake county men, including 
Charles E. Russell, county superin- 
tendent of highways, Ray Paddock, 
chairman of the board of supervisors, 
George Bairstow and 'William Strata 
ton. 

Gov. Small discussed the road plans 
for the location of the Libertyvillo- 
Antioch state bond issue road, and 
declared that he will see that this 
route is located, as until this is done 
the county oflficials -will be unable to 
determine several other routes which 
are to be established and improved. 
The' Libertyville-Antioch road will be 
materially shortened by making sev- 
eral cutoffs. Among the road im- 
provements that are being^ held up 
pending the location of this road is 
the Lake Villa-Antioch road. 

"I am anxious to see Lake county 
go ahead with its road work," Gov. 
Small declared, "and will co-operate 
in every way I can to see that the 
improvements are made as soon as 
possible." 

If the state locates the Libertyville- 
Antioch road so that the Lake Villa- 
Antioch road can be made a part of 
the project the county will construct 
an overhead crossing about one mile 
north of Lake Villa over the Soo line. 

The hearing on the location of the 
Libertyville-Antioch road has been 
set for July 29..

■WnshlngtoD. :ruly 18.— Acting on the 
request of Presldeut Harding, the sen- 
ate recommitted the McCumber bill to 
the finance committee. The vote was 
47 to 20, 

. An amendment to Uie motion to re- 
commit the soldier bonus bill, which 
would have directed the committee to 
report out the soldier bonus legisla- 
tion aguln by the llrst Monday la Jan- 
uary. 1922, was defeated, 07 to 9. 

Following the vote. Senator McCum- 
ber, Hepubllcan of North Dakota, au- 
tlior of Uie measure, took the floor. 
He started a spfcech in extenuation of 
the senate's action. Seimtor Robinson, 
Democrat of Arkansas, objected on the 
ground that McCumber's speech was 
an apology for the senate's action. A- 
parliamentary tangle ensued, lasting 
45 minutes, during which time the 
senate whs in an uproar most of the 
time. Senator McCumber Uually was 
allowed to continue. 

During the turmoil It appeared at 
one time as thougli Senator Reed, 
Democrat of Missouri, and Senator 
McCumher would come to blows. In 
fact, there was a threat to "settle It 
'. outsliW" after tlie session adjourned. 
In tlie course of his remarks. Sena- 
tor McCumber stated that the soldiers 
would get Uielr bonus when Europe 
pays her war debt to the United 
States. Senator Reed retorte'd that 
tljat would he many years. Senator 
. McCumber took Issue with the fight- 
ing Mlssourlan, and Senator Heed 
jumped to his feet, saying: 

"I am tired of senators on that side 
of the aisle questioning me when I get 
up to state a fact. It is going to hap- 
pen once too often." 

"Bahl" replied Senator McCumber. 
"The senator does not know the char- 
acter of tlie man with whom he Is 
dealing." 

"As to the senator's cournjre and 

physical prowess," replied Senator 

Iteed, "he's at liberty to parade them 

I'lght here and now." 

Pounding his desk, Senator McCum- 

, her shouted: "1 accept the senator's 

challenge, and I'll meet hlra outside."

July 10.— More than 20,000,- 
OOO people, seoklng to escape death by 
starvation, are ileelng from central 
Itusslu In all directions, according to 
reports received iu Russian emigrant 
cii'cles here. 

The advance wave of the hunger- 
tortured refugees Is reported to have 
reached Petrograd and Moscow, in- 
tensifying the already bad situation 
In those cities. 

Reports received here are to the ef- 
fect that the heat und drought have 
been so intense and proloiiged tlmt 
great cracks have appeared in the 
eartii, trees are leafless and wells and 
Btruams are dried up. 

Almost all of the cattle are said to 
have been slaughtered for food to ijre- 
vunt their death by starvation and the 
refugees are declared to be existing 
on rooty, bark, moss and tlie bark of 
trees. 

In mnny places wliole villages, see- 
ing certain death by starvation staring 
them in the face, have packed what 
they could carry with them and are 
wondering all over tiie country north, 
cost, soutJi and west In the liope of 
finding some place where they can get 
food. 

The vast majority of tlie refugees 
are moving in on easterly direction 
toward the Kirghiz country In Turkes- 
tan, Siberia, with a smaller army 
headed toward the southern govern- 
ments and the Kuban reclon. 

Illga, Letvla. July 19.— The Is/.ves- 
thi of JIoscow says that an ofilchil ap- 
peal to all citizens of Russia to aid In 
alleviating suffering caused by famine, 
signed by ull the members of the gov- 
ernment, places the number of star\'- 
Ing at nut less, than 10,000,000 In 
the Astraklian, Tsarltsyn, Saratov, Sa- 
mara, Slmbursk, Ufa und Vltnka gov- 
ernments, and along the Volga, In the 
Tartar republic, and the Shuvash ter- 
ritory.

Washington, July 20.— By a vote of 
187 to TO, the house In committee of 
the whole struck from the Fordney 
tarin: bill tho duty on crude oil and 
ordered oil back- to the free list, 

Tlie vote was so overwheluiing for 
free oil that its most active advocates 
have surrendered hope tliat oil can be 
restored to the dutiable list. 

Much of the credit for defeating the 
diligent cITort to levy an Impost on oil 
Imports Is given to the intervention of 
President Hiirding. whose leltet* op- 
posing such a tarim was laid before 
the house, by Oliiilrnuin Fordney of 
tlic ways and means committee, al- 
though the Vrcsldent twice wrote 
Chairman Fordney protesting against 
such a duty, hut Mr. Fordney declined 
to make the second of the letters pub- 
lic, despite demands from the mluor- 
llv side of the iloor that he do so. 
.'The President's letter, which was 
laid before the house, was written 
June ;iO, addressed to Chairman Ford- 
ney. It said: 

"I iindorstund Hint your committee 
is very swm to decide whether to In- 
clude a protective duty on crude oil 
in the tarllt bill to be reported to the 
house. I cannot refrain from express- 
ing tbe hope that your committee will 
take note of tlie foreign policy to 
which we are already committed, un- 
der wldch the government is doing 
every consistent thing to encourage 
the participation of American citizens 
In tho development of the oil re- 
sources In many foreign lands. This 
course has been Inspired by the grow- 
ing concern of our country over the 
supply of crude oil to which we may 
turn for our future needs, not alone 
for our domestic commerce but In 
meeting the needs of our navy and 
our merchant marine. 

•*To levy a protective tariff on cnide 
petroleum now would he at variance 
with all tluit has been done to safe- 
guard our future Interests. 

"I am not unmindful of the oil In- 
dustrv within our own borders arid 
most' cordially believe in Us proper 
consideration. \Yould It not he prac- 
ticable to provide for such protection 
In some bargaining provision which 
may be placed in the hands of the Ex- 
ecutive so that we may gmird against 
the levy of duties against us or the Im- 
position by other nations of export 
tariffs which are designed to hinder 
the fncUltation of trade which Is es- 
Bontlai to our welfare? 

"In the mutter of crude oil. and In 
the one of lumber, conccndng which 
we talked, our position will be the 
stronger If the tariff levy Is nmlttod 
and authority Is given the Executive 
to Impose a duly In appropriately 
stated clrcuinstancos, I hope your 
committee will And It consistent to 
give consideration to these sugges- 
tions." 

Neither the committee on ways and 
means nor the house, bolli of whlclt 
were In the ttnal tost overwhelmingly 
against any form of oil duty, acted on 
the President's suggestion for even n 
reciprocal or retaliatory nrrapgement 
on oil such as the committee wrote 
Into the lumber schedule. The test 
came on n straight amondnient to 
strike oil from the dutiable list, as 
offered by- Ilepresentatlve Treiidway, 
Ilcpublican, of Massachusetts.

Fishermen Are 
Now in Effect 

Important amendments to the game 
and fish laws, recently passed by the 
legislature, went into .effect today. 

Among the most important is put- 
ting a season on bass fishing, a change 
in the law penalizing fishing near a 
dam and several changes in the laws 
^regarding the seizure, shipment and 
sale of fur bearing animals and hides. 
Under the new amendment regard- 
ing bass fishing, the open season ex- 
tends from May .15 to December 3, 
inclusive. During this period bass 
may be caught only by hook and line. 
If they are caught in any other man- 
ner, the IW directs that they must be 
returned to the water. Otherwise a 
heavy penalty may bo incurred by the 
violator. 

Restrictions are also placed on the 
length and number of fish. No fish 
may be kept- which is under nine 
inches in length and a fisherman is 
not allowed to catch over fifteen in 

one dav- 

The next important ciiange abol- 
ished the penalty attached to fishing 
-within 100 feet of a dam. The amend- 
ment, provides that a person may fish 
within that distance with a hook and 
line without fear of punishment Here- 
tofore, a number of persons were fined 
for violation of the old provision. 

The open season for hunting fur 
bearing animals has been extended 
from November 1 to March 15, but the 
amendment provides that the season 
shall close January 31. 

After February 10, no person is al- 
lowed to sell or have in possession the 
' hides of any fur-beuring animals. The 
former provision set March 25 as the 
last day. 

As the law now reads no one is al- 
lowed to sell or buy hides without 
first obtaining a permit. Neither is 
a trapper allowed to sell hi<ie3 to per- 
•" sons or firms without a buyer's pcr- 
• mit. 

Burning, grass, brush or peat to 
drive game out of underbrush is also 
made unlav.-ful. A heavy penally is 
provided for violators. 

The open season on rails has been 
shortened. It will open September 
12 and close November 30. Formerly 
the season' opened September 1. 

Hunting and game licenses will 
now become invalid January 31 in- 
stead of March 15. The amendment 
provides that all hunters, fishermen 
and trappers must caiTy their licenses 
with them or are subject to a fine. 
Persons living within the' state for 
' six months are entitled to resident's 
license. The fee remains the same. 
" Another restriction has been placed 
upon fishermen. All who operate more 
than 100 hooks at a time are required 
to obtain a permit. It is to cost $1. 

Rabbits are the only fur-bearing 
animals which may be shipped with- 
out a permit. However, it Ts unlawful 
to ship them only between November 
1 and January 31.

June Spread on 
ilk Is 10 Per C; 
Net Price of $1.84 



The June spread on niilk sold 
through the Milk Producers' Co-oper- 
ative Marketing Co. was placed at ten 
per cent on July 7 at a meeting of 
the directors of the organizfition in 
Chicago. As a result farmers will re- 
ceive a net price of $1,84>/^ a hundred 
pounds for the past month as com- 
pared with the net price received for 
their May milk which was 51.02M: a 
hundred pounds. 

The spread on milk for the month 
of May was fifty per cent to cover a 
deficit which had- accumulated under 
insutTicicnt spreads of former months. 
The gross price for milk for the 
month of June was $2.05 a hundred 
pounds, the same as during May. 
The July price is $2.35. 

Directors also, discussed the zon- 
ing of the territory of the Milk Pro- 
ducers' Co-operative Marketiufj: com- 
pany. Freight rates vary to such a 
great extent in the different distan- 
ces from Chicago that it is planned 
to have milk prices vary accordingly. 
Definite zones will be, mapped out 
in the territory surrounding Chicago. 
Harvard and the majority of the Fox 
river valley will be in the first zone 
surrounding Chicago. The directors 
still have two months in which to map 
out the zones.
